Eeyng it is true 
gentle Reader) that 
d firſt and pꝛincipal⸗ 


>) 8 is to "how God, the le⸗ 
Ve) ND) cond to knowe our ſel⸗ 
D 3 uCs , and the thirde to 


nnoboe dur dutles towardes our neighbozs: 
it muſt needes then be graumted and confel⸗ 


ſed, that thoſe meanes which leade vs to the 
neareſt vnderſtanding and percepning of 


them, are both god, p2ofitable,and neceſſa- 


rie: wherefo:e great folly ruleth theſe men, 
who by their tender and faint arguments, 
woulde condemne and banſſh

Ip ranne oner the face of the earth, durſt afs 
firmie the woꝛlde to dꝛawe to an ende, oz 
elle the maker and framer of it, to (nffer 
violence. In Athens (the mother and nurſe 
of learning) where the Philoſophers had 


their long reffing place, by learning ac⸗ 


knowledged a greater God , then by coꝛ⸗ 
rupt nature they could attalne vnto: when 


by the witneſſe of S. Paule, they erecedan 
| aultar(ignoto deo)to the vnknowne God, 
Z haue read ot a pꝛowde king of Englande, 
whome the water (notwithfanding hys 
| fierce, and thundering commaundentent) 
woulde not obey, but Fill roſe higher and 


| bigher; to the wetting of his fete, with 


| ſhame 
waters wers obedient. By Philoſophie we

learne to know dur ſelues, the dinerficte bes 
tweerne Pankinde and other Creatures: . 
the crecllencie of the one ouer the other, in 
ſame potiites,and the excellentie ot the other 
in other popntes. Keaſon hath made man, 


to differ krom the bzutiſhe generation, and 


therekoꝛe moꝛe excellent, but by his diſabi⸗ 
litie and weake ruling of himſelte, the ocher 


by the inſtinct and pzouocation of; nature: 
Man without reaſon, not able to b:idle hys 


ſenſualitie, degencrates from that he ought 


to bee, and becommeth moꝛe monſtruous 
with ſinne, ſenſualitp, luſt, and all other wie⸗ 
ked vices, than anp other monſter in foꝛme 
and ſhape. By Philoſophie we learne, what 
is iuſt, honeſt, comely , pꝛolitable, decent, 


vertuous, and Codlp: and againe what is 
diſhoneſt, vnleemelp, vicious, and to be ab⸗ 
hoꝛred. To make a perticuler pꝛayſe of Phl- 
loſophie , the treatie woulde not be ſo long 
_etepious , as the aduencure great,J ſhould 
haſard a greater entcrpaiſe,, than any here⸗ 


toloꝛe durſt take in hande: but generally 
whatſoener pꝛocedeth from reaſon, it is 
Philoſophte. Jf reaſon pzoceedeth from a

lt is Philoſophic, Peradnenture ſome there 
be (mote curious à great deale than they? 
polpe liuing requireth) that doe impugne

knewe, oꝛ eiſe haue foꝛgotten what maketh 
a man. Reaſon telleth, if a whole bodie oz 


ſubſtaunce lacketh a part, it is become lame 


and vnperſtte. at a man wanteth a member 


oꝛ ioynt, it cannot be ſaid, there is the whole 


and per ite foꝛme of a man : no moꝛe can 
;  Philoſophiebzperfice ,1f anpe one part bee 
pulucked away. The Arte of diuination by 
the starres, the face and hande, is a percell 
of Phlloſophie, and grounded vpon long ex⸗ 
perience, and reaſon : and therefo:ze not ſa 
wicked and deteſtable as ſome men do take 
and repnte theſe, Although it be an Arte 
where with many be decepued (thꝛough the

at randon, as touching the pꝛoper conditi⸗ 
ons and qualities ot perſons, pet the Arte 


laudable and certaine is not to bee blamed: 


nepther is it to be condemned, though ſome⸗ 
tpmes he pꝛonounceth cleane agapnſt the 
perſons maners, and conuerſation. Tullie 
witneſſeth (4. Tuſculanarum) about the 
ende, of a'certaine Phiſtognomer named 
Zopirus, which toke vpon him to beholde, 
and tudge the natures and viſpoſieſens of 
manp perſons, bp the fozmes of their faces, 
and lineaments of the bodie: ar bh 
be was requeſted to beholde the foꝛme of the 
learned Hippocrates, and fayling in bys 
iudgement, foꝛ that he onely pꝛondunoed by 
the lintaments ot the bodie, what by nature 


ning and vertue he was become, was of 
many laughed to ſcoꝛne: although the wiſe 
Hippocrates , well allowed W

clared in himlelfe. Fo2 when he on a tyme 
(as vttereth Ariſtotle) ſent two of his ſcho⸗ 
lers, with his table oz Jmage liucly dꝛawns 
erfepted by a cunning woꝛkman, 
to that famous Phiſiognomer Phylemon: 


conſidered one member with another, pꝛo⸗ 
nounced Socrates to be a leacherous per⸗ 
deteyuer, couetous, and giuen 


moued the ſchollers, that they bitterly re⸗ 
buked the Phiſiognomer . And in their re⸗ 


turne, opening this iudgement to Socrates, 


confeſſed that Phy lemon had truely repoz⸗ 
ted of him in all popntes , and ſwarued not

little perce of pꝛon flewe out ofhis mouth, and ſa

tion healed of their griefes : euen ſo J beeing 
Weahke in ſkill, and in knowledge, and therefo:e 
doubting mp ſucceſle , pet boldelp aduenturing 
this mp boke into pꝛint, ſhall by pour gentle ac- 
cepting of it, contrarp to mp deſert, be releaſed of 
my feare , But J feare me, J ſhall not be ſo hap⸗ 
pie, as epther of theſe were, but rather chaunge 
that foꝛtune with Cornelius Rufus, who dꝛea⸗ 
ming he had loft his eye ſight, and that one did 
leade him, in the moꝛning when he awaked, found 
bimlſelfe blinde in derde: even ſo J in donbtfull 
mancr dꝛeaming of Momus, when J leaſt thinke
